Guido, struggling to achieve a 
return 
to constitutional govern­ 
ment through the elections, said 
in his communique, “ There has 
not been any fighting as the rebel 
communiques claim. The armed 


forces remain in absolute cohe­ 
sion, obeying the orders of their 


natural commands in backing the 
executive power to guarantee the 


peace and tranquility of the na­ 
tion.”

rebels in surprise assaults took 
three local radio stations to pro­ 
claim their revolution to block na­ 
tional elections in June. The sta­ 
tions were back to normal broad, 
casting at noon.

Freezing Stops Some Ulcers Cold 


Let's take another look at the 
stomach and at an amazing new 
treatment for pepic ulcers. It has 
long been known that the stomach 
is primarily

reservoir which 
allows a man to

can be performed by the intest­ 
ines. That is why it is possible to 
live without a stomach but, 
be­ 
cause of the new developments 
about to be described, many an 
ulcer that would have been treat­ 
ed by removing all or part of the 
stomach can be treated without 
surgery. 


IT IS OF SOME INTEREST at 
this point to note that the stomach 


juices can dissolve animal 
t i s- 


sues. Why then do they not dis­ 
solve the stomach’s own lining? 


To answer this we must assume 


that the gastric juice is capable 


of dissolving only tissues t h a t 
are dead. 
In persons who have peptic ul­ 
cers the acid and pepsin of the 
gastric juice actually do dissolve 
the stomach’s lining. 
This leads to the conclusion that 
in some way 
not completely un­ 
derstood the living cells of 
the 
stomach wall 
are weakened be­ 
fore the gastric juices a t t a c k 
them. 
Some ulcers erode the duodenal 
wall so deeply that they destroy 
the tissues around an artery. Al­ 
though th artery is more resis 
an to erosion than the lining of 
the duodenum, it too may be er­ 
oded in time. 


THE RESULTING hemorrhage 
is an emergency that calls 
for 
prompty hospitalization. 
In the past, bed rest, sedatives, 
and transfusions were relied on to 
stop the bleeding and, in persons 
who had had ulcers for m a n y 
years, removal of the stomach 
was often performed to eliminate 
the secretions of the e r o d i n g 
juics.

This idea 
did not develop overnight nor was 


it used on human beings until it 


had been carefully tested in lab­ 


oratory animals. 
It all started with the 
f a c t, 


known for many years, that 
all 
chemical processes are 
slowed 


down by lowering the temperature 


under which they take place. 
The lower the temperatur, the 


slower the reaction. Th produc­ 


tion of acid and pepsin by the 


stomach is a chemical process 


and tests on dogs proved t h a t 
cooling the stomach reduced the 
production of these substances. 


THE STOMACH of a man with 
a bleeding duodenal ulcer 
was 
cooled to icebox temperature (ab­ 
out 50 degrees) for 48 hours. 
His pains of many years dura 
tion and his bleeding stopped and 
the operation to remove a part of 
his stomach was canceled. 
H i s 
acid secretions slowly increased, 
however, and the cooling had to 
be repeated. 
Although this treatment cannot 
be applied to every patient with 
duodenal ulcer, it can be recom 
mended to most at a great saving 
of time and discomfort. 
^ 


Eventually it may be poiW l 
to perform gastric freezing as an 
office procedure. As with all great 
¡discoveries the ideas behind this 
treatment were known for many 
years. They were merely waiting 
for some genius to put two and 
two together.

the dep artm ent’s annou ncement the other 
day that it has term inated its contract wih 
the 
Michael 
Baker 
engineering 
firm 
of 
Rochester, Pa., for p relim inaiy alignment 
work on Rou te 62 in the Salem area. 


ACCORDING TO C 
H. McKeever, the 
highway 
dep artm ent’s 
chief 
engineer 
in 
Colu mbu s, the Division 4 office at Ravenna 
can do the work. This is fine, assu ming 
that the staff there is adequ ate to handle 
this p roject and the many others that will 
p robably demand 
its 
attention. 
The big 
qu estion in the minds of Salem citizens is 
“ How soon?” And. since we are in Divi­ 
sion 11, does the assignment to Division 4 
lend p romise to a highway diversion north­ 
ward, which is not what Salem wants? 
The Rou te 62 relocation, by p ass, or limit­ 
ed access highway —w hatever its technical 
nam e—has 
been 
kicked 
arou nd 
on 
the 
drafting boards so long that another decade 
is likely to p ass by before any sp ade work 
is done on constru ction of a more adequ ate 
“ 62” to serve Salem and adjacent Colu m­ 
biana cou nty commu nities. 
In 
between changing state adm inistra­ 


tions in the p ast 10 y ears the Rou te 62 p ro­ 
ject has been su rvey ed and p lanned by the 
Baker firm, then GoodJdnd & O’Dea of 
Bloomfield, N.J., and then Baker on at least 
fou r occasions. It wou ld be interesting to 
know how mu ch money has been sp ent in 
retaining these consu lting engineers to p lan 
for a highway that is obviou sly miles and 
y ears away from becoming a reality . 


IT WAS ONLY last Dec. 10 that the state 
annou nced that it had au thorized the Baker 
comp any to again m ake a stu dy of Rou te 
62 with resp ect to Salem. Now, that firm 
is ou t again. 
We aren’t p articu larly interested in who 
does the p lanning and p rogram m ing and IF 
the state highway dep artm ent can p roceed 
from ex isting p lans that are favorable to 
ou r commu nity , let’s get going! 
If the state’s latest move is ju st another 
delay , we are abou t to agree with some citi­ 
zens who contend that the state has no in­ 
tention of imp roving highway s in this cor­ 
ner of eastern Ohio. 
We think it is time for the Salem Cham­ 
ber of Commerce, the Salem Area Indu s­ 
trial Develop ment Corp oration, the Manu ­ 
factu rers Association, City Cou ncil, other 
civic grou p s, su bu rban and farm organiza­ 
tions, and any one else who is interested, 
to see if Gov. Jam es A. Rhodes can give 
the p roject top p riority . A few direct qu es­ 
tions may resu lt in a few direct answers.

It can only be wondered what wou ld hap .

In 
Britain, m oreover, an irreverent television 
show, “That Was the Week That W as,” 
even dares to make fu n of roy alty over 
the government-owned British Broadcasting 
Corp oration. 


Still another dimension of the trend is a 
biweekly magazine, “ Private Ey e,” which 
goes at British p olitics and p oliticians ham ­ 
m er and tongs and is rep orted to have 


reached a circu lation ap p roaching 50,000. 
The qu estion shap es u p as to whether a 
sim ilar trend shou ld be ex p ected here. fol. 
lov'ing the sp ectacu lar su ccess of the Mead- 
er record as a warmu p . Aside from the 
efforts of a 
few 
standu p monologists to 
satirize p u blic figu res, that job has been 
left to the Gridiron Clu b in Washington and 
sim ilar organizations in state cap itals and a 
few cities.

Americans 
don’t want satire u nless it is p u l to mu sic 
and choreograp hed Broadway sty le. It has 
bten taken for granted that satire in the 
raw is a show-bu si ness blank. But dou bts are 
being stirred by the su ccess of the y ou ng 
Britons p oking razor-edge fur. here and at 
home. 
Perhap s Uncle Sam can be satirized after 
al; 
Perhap s show bu siness has been over, 
looking a goldea op p ortu nity . Even if the 
ioea flop p ed here, it shou ld be a chu ckling 
su ccess in Britain, w-here the habit of lau gh­ 
ing at p u blic figu res has become as mu ch 
a p u blic rage as it alway s has been a 
p rivate rage.

dilem ma analogou s o that which 
dilem ma analogou s to tha which 
confrons the p eop le of a totalitar­ 
ian state.

testimony of Secretary of Defense 
Robert M cNam ara was released

When asked whether the assu r­ 
ance mu st be satisfactory to him 
or to Atty . Gen. Robert F. Ken­ 
nedy , the defense secretary re­ 
p lied, “ satisfactory to m e.”

There's Still a Little Snow in Washington 


to be a conscientiou s p u blic serv­ 
ant, bu t long after he retires from 
p u blic life his conscience m a y 
bother him for having made the 
foregoing statem ents. 
Even if the state of Mississip p i 
now were to seek an inju nction in 
the federal cou rts to end the im­ 
p rop er u se of federal troop s, this 
wou ld hardly orovide a p ractical 
form of relief. For some ingeniou s 
way has to be devised to set u p 
the qu estion for a ru ling by the 
cou rts. Die American p eop le, in 
the meantime, i re su p p osed to re­ 
ly on the conscience of men in 
p u blic office to adhere to the Con­ 
stitu tion. 
Even assu ming that the admis­ 
sion of Jam es Meredith 
Negro 
stu dent, to the University of Mis­ 
sissip p i was morally ju stified, de­ 
sp ite the u niversity 's ru ling that 
he had no 
fulfilled the requ ire­ 
m ents for admission, the qu estion 
arises as to whe’her a p rop er ob­ 
jective in free America shou ld 
ever be sou ght by u nconstitu tional 
means. 
The original cou rt order direct­ 
ed that Mereditn be admitted and 
that neither 'he u niversity nor 
any body else snou ld interfere with 
his “ admission to continu ed at- 
endance ” There is no su ch inter­ 
ference today , .ind there hasn't 
been for months. 
Has the federal government a 
right to maintain federal troop s 
indefinitely on the scene ju st be­ 
cau se it thinks a threat to his 
“ continu ed 
a” endance” 
cou ld 
someday arise0 Who is to p ass 
ju dgment 
on 
the 
imaginary 
threat? 


FLIMSY PRL IEXTS are being 
u sed to keep 
federal arm y on 
du ty in Mississip p i. Ex p ediency is 
the rationalized doctrine of many 
a dictatorship . Nikta Khru shchev 
can order the arrest and imp rison­ 
ment of any one he p leases. Amer­ 
icans have p rided themselves that 
this cou ldn’t hap p en in free Amer­ 
ica. 
But several p roclamations a n d 
ex ecu tive orders have been issu ed 
which claim the right to ignore 
the state and heal governments, 
on which the constitu tion imp oses 
the obligation to p reserve order. 


The 
federal 
government 
can, 
u nder the Constitu tion, intervene 
only when it is clear that an in­ 
su rrection or other u nlawfu l ob­ 
stru ction or “ rebellion” has oc­ 
cu rred, and the state has b e e n 
p roved negligent—not when some 
high official arbitrarily thinks this 
might p ossibly occu r. 


The statu tes cited by the adm in­ 
istration icr the sending of troop s 
to Mississip p i were p assed in 1861 
and 1871, when a state of organiz­ 
ed rebellion by arm ed forces had 
occu rred. These statu tes refer to 
op p osition or obstru ction of “t h e 
laws of the Uni'ed States.” Bu t no 
laws have ever been p assed by 
Congress "equ iiing “ integration” 
or 
sp ecify ing 
that 
a 
u nivers­ 
ity may not be the ju dge of the 
admissibility of ap p licants. 


A FEDERAL COURT o r d e r 
w ritten in the broadest langu age 
was issu ed last y ear when M ere­ 
dith was admittt d, bu t since then 
there has been no cou rt order cov­ 
ering the tnsu m g situ ation. 


Yet many fedral troop s remain 
on du ty at Ox foid, Miss., ju st 'vhe 
sam e, and millions of dollars of 
tax p ay ers' m orey have been and 
are being sp ent withou t their con­ 
sent in this qu estionable adventu ra 
in p residential p olitics. 


The same p oint of criticism was 
made in these cisp itches in 1957 
in connection with the imp rop er 
u se of federal troop s in Little 
Rock, Ark. 


Any American critic of the Com­ 
mu nist au tocracy will, therefore, 
find himself hard p u t today to a r­ 
gu e that in the United States no 
official of the federal government 
p ossesses arbitrary p ower bu t is 
su bject to a written constitu tion 
and ex p licit orders of the cou rts. 
Every day 
fhat 
the 
federal 
troop s remain on du ty on and 
arou nd tha camp u s cf the Univers­ 
ity of Mississip p i — after Mere­ 
dith has been admitted and has 
attended nearly two term s as a 
stu dent — the United States stands 
in the p osition of having again 
condoned the way s of a “p olice 
state” by invoking the age-old doc­ 
trine that “ the end ju stifies t h e 
m eans.”

MAYOR WAGNER’S calm p er­ 
sistence, his blu nt talk, su rp ris­ 
ing for so soft sp oken a man, has 
brou ght abou t a series of agree­ 
m ents weeks before they wou ld 
have come And when the p rinters 
first accep ted h'S p eace formu la, 
President 
Kennedy 
telep honed 
him with warm congratu lations.

Bu t p erhap s not for long. The 
Dem ocratic p aity in p ivotal New 
York State has had no one p ow­ 
erfu l leader in iecent y ears. Bu t 
now Bob Wagner is that. If he 
ru ns for the Senate in ’64 against 
the energetic and p op u lar Rep u b­ 
lican 
Sen.

W agner who will be help ing John 
Kennedy , and not John Kennedy 
su p p ly ing the coattails. And after 
that there are other elections — 
national ones.

“ share-the-wealth” state program 
| of school financing. 
Schum acher’s plan envisions a 
huge pool of school money—from 
real estate taxes collected state­ 
wide — distributed equally across 
the state. The State Board of Edu­ 
cation would adm inister the dis­ 
tribution of all school m o n ey - 
local. state or federal. 
More than 30 years ago, the 
state—realizing that real estate no 
longer could bear the entire bur­ 
den of public education—em bark­ 
ed on the new idea that the state 
should 
share with 
local 
school 
boards the cost of operating the 
public schools. 
Not at the outset, but a few 
vears later, the school subsidy got 
the name of “ he school founda- 
ion program .” The idea was that 
the name of “ the school founda­ 
tion under the guaranteed educa­ 
tion of each child — with local 
school boards making up the rest 
of the cost. The original plan was 
to guarantee each child, regard­ 
less of where he lived, a mini­ 
mum-adequate education through 
the public schools.
